One of the most beautiful floral ex- 


hibits in New England is upon "Tad- 
pole," a famous pond lily pond on the 
line of the Norwich & Worcester rail- 
road, one mile ahove Jewett City, Conn. 
The surface of tie pond is now a mass 
of pink and white pond lilies, and their 
fragrance is .carried for miles by the 
summer winds, says the New. -York 
Sun.' 


No one knows how long this remark- 


able garden of pond lilies has been, in 
existence, but for many years Tad- 
pole's lilies have been sought by picnic 
parties from near-by counties in this 
state, Massachusetts and Kaode Island. 
Cartloads of the flowers are carried 
away, but there seems to'be no diminu- 
tion in the supply. 


The railroad comes suddenly upon 


the pond, which it divides in halves, and 
in an instant the passengers detect the 
fragrance of the lilies and throw up 
the windows, the tetter to view the 
beautiful and unusual sight. In one 
section of Tadpole there is .a. large tract 
of lilies the blossoms of wliich are of 
so rich a pink as .to be almost rose 
colored, -it is said. Tlhey are of exceed- 
ingly rare beauty •and are much, sought 
after by collectors. 
p Tadpole's unromantdc name comes 
from its being a favorite place for 
young frogs. It has been known foy 
this title for years, but an effort is now 
making to change its name to the still 
more unromanjic one of Clayville 
pond.

Among the applicants for the Princi- 


palship of the pnblic school at Empire, 
Ormsby couuty,were a Oalifornian,who 
recently graduated from the Keeley 
Institute at Carson, and a Nevadan, 
who graduated with honors at ths 
State University. The graduate from 
the University had a teacher's certifi- 
cate from the State Board of Educa- 
tion and it was essential under the law 
that the Californian should procure a 
similar certificate to enable him to draw 
money from the School Fund, and he 
applied to the Board for the necessary 
license. The. local peace officers at 
Carson appeared before the Board and 
protested against the issuance of the 
certificate on the ground that the con- 
duct of, the applicant at Carson was 
moat reprehensible. A certificate was 
granted him, nevertheless, and he is 
now installed as Principal of the Em- 
pire public school, and the graduate of 
the University, a Nevada bred young 
man of most exemplary habits and un- 
impeachable character, has to seek a 
position elsewhere or engage in other 
pursuits than school teaching, though 
he devoted years of his time to qualify- 
ing himself for that profession. 


Would it not be advisable for the 


State University to adopt the princi- 
ples of the Keeley Institute and use its 
influence in furthering the interests of 
its graduates » The Koeley Institute, 
to its credit be it said, endeavors to get 
positions for its graduates. Why should 
not the University do likewise ? Had 
it done so in the instance cited one of 
its graduates would now be teaching at 
L'mpire and in all probability another 
of them would be Principal of one 
of the schools in Virginia City instead 
of an imported teacher.

The charges published in the Reno 


JOURNAL and referred to in the above

On the 26th of May, 1897, the res 


pondent wrote and transmitted the fol- 
lowing to the Governor:

The Governor refused to return to 


the respondent the letter ot resigna- 
tion, assigning as a reason therefor 
that the same had been filed in the 
archives of the Executive Department, 


based solely on the contingency of his 
being exonerated; that he did intend 
to withdraw his resignation regardless 
of said charges and without reference 
to whether he was exonerated or^et. 
The charges contained in the news- 
paper article were that a bill presented 
by Prof. W. Me. N. Miller to the Board 
of County Commissioners for fumi- 
gating a room in a hotel at Reno was 
not a legal charge against Washoe 
county; that there was no law author- 
izing said work to be done at the 
county's expense. After setting out 
the items of the bill, the author of the 
article claimed that the charges there- 
for were not only illegal, but most ex- 
travagant and concluded his comments 
aa follows • "In view of this there can 
only be one construction put upon the 
whole matter and that is that maudlin 
sentimentality has overcome the better 
judgment of sensible men." 


It seems that the respondent re- 


garded these charges as being of such 
serious nature that he determined not 
to retain his office unless he was held 
blameless by a judicial investigation. 
It is clear that he did not change his 
mind with respect to his resignation 
Bntil the 5th day of June, when he 
wrote to the Governor as follows :
